I.iadam  Chairman;,  ladies  and  gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1962.  The  report 
has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

A review  of  the  statistics  for  the  year  reveal  a satis- 
factory state  of  health  in  the  District.  These  compare 
favourably  with  those  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  population  has  increased  from  23,380  in  1961  to 
23,800,  and  the  total  number  of  inhabits  ted  houses  from 
7.863  to  7,938. 

The  Birth  Rate  has  risen  to  18.8,  this  has  been  the 
highest  figure  for  some  years. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  22.4  and  compares  with 
21.4  for  England  and  'ales. 

Again  there  were ro  maternal  d.eaths.  All  concerned 
are  to  be  congratulated. 

The  (adjusted)  Death  Rate  was  13.19  and  compares  with 
13.87  the  previous  year,  the  chief  causes  of  death  being  once 
again  Cardio-vascular  lesions  or  diseases,  Cancer  and 
Bronchitis.  A review  of  the  figures  for  the  past  five  year 
shows  that  the  deaths  from  lung  cancer  were  confined  to  male 
only  with  the  exception  of  the  1961  figure  when  there  was 
one  female  death  due  to  this  cause.  Over  the  same  time 
period  there  were  seven  more  d.eaths  (both  sexes) due  to 
Stomach  Cancer  than  deaths  due  to  Lung  Cancer. 

There  was  marked  reduction  in  the  notification  of 
infectious  diseases  mainly  due  to  the  reduced  incidence 
of  measles.  This  disease  is  most  prevalent  during 
alternate  years. 

Tuberculosis  notifications  number  9 as  compared  to 
5 the  previous  year.  There  was  a gratifying  response  to 
vaccination  (B.C.G. ) against  this  diease.  Of  1,277  school 
children  offered  vaccination  69'^  accepted.  This  figure 
could  be  improved  on,  however,  and  whilst  acknowledging  the 
co-operation  given  by  school  teachers  I believe  they  are 
in  a strong  position  to  help  in  this  regard  still  further.

For  the  13th  year  in  succession  there  has  been  no  case 
of  Diphtheria.  This  excellent  state  of  affairs  is  largely 
due  to  the  high  rate  of  immunisation  in  the  district.  Of 
the  total  number  of  447  babies  born  during  the  year,  303 
were  immunised  i.e.  63.5%.  The  Ministry  of  Health  recommends 
that  at  least  75%  of  babies  should  be  immunised  before  their 
first  birthday  if  we  are  to  escape  cases  of  diphtheria  and 
probable  deaths. 

There  has  been  a gratifying  response  to  Poliomyelitis 
vaccination.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have  recently  announced 
that  the  number  of  cases  of  poliomyelitis  in  Dngland  and 
ales  was  lower  in  1962  than  it  has  been  for  nearly  half  a 
century.  This  reflects  great  credit  on  all  concerned. 

There  is  no  reason  however,  why  all  children  and  priority 
groups  should  not  be  protected  against  this  disease. 

The  housing  standards  of  the  District  continue  to 
improve.  The  demolition  of  unfit  houses  proceeded  and  many 
more  residents  were  re-housed  in  modern  houses.  Further 
reference  is  made  to  this  and  other  matters  concerning  the 
health  of  the  District  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector. 

Y/ith  pleasure  I acknowledge  the  co-operation  and 
efficiency  of  the  Health  Department  staff,  and  in  conclusion 
I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support  and  encourage 
ment  which  you  have  yourselves  given.

Home  Nursing  Service 

Two  District  Nurses  (0. Saxton  and  R.M.  Fleming, 

Nurses’  Plats,  Beardall  Street,  Hucknall)  are  now  employed 
whole-time  in  general  nursing  and,  in  addition,  the  part- 
time  services  of  Nurse  v/est-Kra jewski  and  Nurse  Over  are 
available  for  the  service. 

Maternity  Outfits 

Sterilised  maternity  outfits  containing  all  dressings 
necessary  for  the  conduct  of  a domiciliary  confinement  are 
supplied  free  of  charge  on  the  certification  of  the  midwife 
engaged  or  the  Health  Visitor. 

Care  of  Premature  Births 

The  provision  of  draught-proof  cots  with  hot -water 
bottles,  blankets,  etc.,  and  an  ambulance  is  miade  for  all 
premature  infants  requiring  transportation  to  hospital. 

The  midwife  accompanies  the  infant  on  the  .journey  to  hospital. 

Similarly  equipped  cots  are  provided  for  such  infants 
nursed  at  home. 

The  services  of  Consultant  Paediatrician  are  available 
when  required. 

Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  availbale  where  domestic  help  is  required 
owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an 
expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged  or  a child  not 
over  compulsory  school  age.  The  charge  for  this  service  is 
4/6d.  per  hour,  but  where  the  recipient  is  unable  to  afford 
this  standard  charge,  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance 
is  applied. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  was  a total  of  seventy- 
three  Home  Helps  employed  on  the  joint  district  of  Hucknall 
and  Eastwood,  forty-five  of  whom  are  available  for  Service  in 
the  Hucknall  Urban  District. 


Gases  in  need,  of'  help  should  be  reported  to  the^District 
Office,  Child  1'elfare  Centre,  /atnall  Hoad , Hucknall  (Tele- 
phone Hucknall  3596).  It  is  particularly  important  that 
expectant  mothers  wishing  to  book  a Home  Help  for  their  con- 
finements should  do  so  at  an  early  date  in  order  that  adequate 
arrangements  may  be  made.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OP 
HUCKHALL  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 
Madam  Chairman,  ladies  and  gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year 
1962.  It  was  gratifying  to  see  the  housing  standards  of 
many  more  of  our  residents  improved  by  the  re-housing  from 
Butlers  Hill  area.  A further  165  were  accommodated  in  modern 
dwellings,  mostly  on  the  welbeck  Estate,  and  the  demolition 
of  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  Butlers  Mill  site  was  completed. 
Seven  food  shops  were  included  in  this  demolished  area. 

A closing  order  was  made  in  respect  of  No. 3 Byron  Place, 

V/atnall  Road. 

A reasonable  standard  of  food  hygiene  was  maintained 
throughout  the  town,  Samples  of  ice-cream  and  milk  were 
consistantly  good.  No  tuberculosis  was  found  in  the  carcase 
or  organs  of  any  animal  inspected  in  the  slaughterhouses. 

'/hen  compared  with  the  figure  of  almost  3-;  tons  of  tubercular 
meat  condemned  in  the  year  1938,  one  can  appreciate  the  effect 
of  tuberculin  tested  scheme,  gradually  introduced  since  the 
end  of  the  ''ar. 

Refuse  collection  was  carried  out  up  to  October  with 
three  Paxit  vehicles  and  a Ford  side  loader  in  reserve. 

In  October  a new  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  was 
delivered  and  the  Ford  vehicle  was  sold.  One  of  the  Paxit 
vehicles  is  now  kept  in  reserve  in  case  of  breakdown.  In 
July  a n ew  stint  and  bonus  scheme  was  introduced  which  resulted 
in  a reduction  of  three  loaders  engaged  on  the  vehicles,  and 
was  aimed  at  maintaining  a weekly  collection  throughout  the 
year.  The  scheme  proved  successful  and,  except  in  very 
exceptional  circumstances,  the  seven  day  collection  was 
achieved. 

A great  amount  of  paper  and  cardboard  which  could  be 
burnt  is  being  deposited  in  the  dustbins.  The  number  of 
eggcartons,  detergent  boxes  etc.,  which  are  found,  in  the 
refuse  at  the  tip  grows  year  by  year.  /hen  one  considers 
the  cost  of  collection  and  haulage  of  these  hulky  receptacles 
and.  the  time  taken  to  deal  with  them  at  the  tip,  one  realises 
there  was  a lot  to  be  said,  for  the  pre-war  slogan  "Burn  your 
refuse  and  save  your  rates."

Tipping  continued  at  the  igwam  Lane  Site  throughout 
the  year.  The  Bristol  Angledozer  and  Scraper  was  used  con- 
tinually.
